Summer Fire 
Hazards Noted 


The approach of summer is 
good news for vactioners, but it 
may spell trouble for California’s 
wildland firefighters, State Direc- 
tor of Conservation James G. 
Stearns warns. 

Stearns, whose department in- 
cludes the California Division of 
Forestry, said the tinder-dry for- 
ests and brushlands present an 
extreme fire peril, that can be 
challenged only through concern 
and cooperation on the part of 
California's residents and visitors 
this summer. 

Stearns said state, local and 
federal firefighters face a haz- 
ardous situation because of too 
little vain, premature warm 
weather and dry north winds. 
Rainfall has been less than half 
the average total in most areas 
of California—and the rainy sea- 
son is about over. 

Stearns said the Division of 
Forestry and other fire-fighting 
organizations are on alert—but, 
he added, ‘‘It’s not enough for 
firemen to be on the alert if the 
people are not careful. Hyeryone 
must help to keep fires from 
starting in the first place.” 

California experienced a simi- 
lar pre-summertime fire potential 
in 1970 when fires burned 755,525 | 
!acres and 14 persons died. Dam 
|age amounted to millions of dol- 
llars. (California’s largest single 
fire, in terms of acres burned, 
was the 1932 Matilija fire, which 
burned 175,000 acres in the Los 
Padres National Forest.)

When you get a parking ticket, 
do something about it fast, ad- 
vises Berkeley-Albany Municipal 
Court Judge George Brunn., “No- 
body enjoys getting tickets, but 
it’s a lot less painful to face up 
to them rather than hope that 
they will somehow go away,” he 
says. 

Disregarded tickets often lead 
to much ‘higher fines, arrest and 
jail. Such tickets go into a Bay 
Area-wide police computer net- 
work and often catch up with 
drivers when the police stop them 
for minor violations, Fines go 
up because of the substantial cost! 
in processing arrest warrants; 
the increase in the fine pays for) 
Oluy a traction of the added cost. 

Judge Brunn nas some money- 
saving tips on tickets: 

If you feel a parking ticket is 
improper, get in touch with the| 
Parking Violations Bureau at 
City Hall right away. If that 
doesn't resolve the preblem, ar- 
range for a court date. | 
Make sure that the Department 
Motor Vehicles has your cur- 
rent address. The court sends} 
out noticés on unpaid parking) 
tickets and these go to the ad- 
dress shown on Motor Vehicle 
Department records for the car 
you own, 

Never ignore a ticket because 
you are short of money. Come 
to court on it. The court can 
give you time to pay and also has 
work projects that give you a 
chance to work instead of paying 
the ticket. The court is sympa- 
thetic to financial problems, but 
much less sympathetic when you 
disregard the ticket for several 
weeks or months. 

Don’t ignore tickets because 
you have an out-of-state car. Such 
tickets still turn into arrest war- 
rants and can catch up with you 
at embarrassing moments. 

When you sell a car, inform the 
Department of Motor Vehicles 
right away of the name and ad- 
|dress of the buyer. Otherwise, 
you might get charged with park- 
ing tickets that the buyer got; at 
|a minimum, that’s a hassle you 
can live without.

AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY 
Or ALBANY 


CITY CODE, 1958. 


THE COUNCIL OF THE CITY 
OF ALBANY DOES ORDAIN AS 
FOLLOWS: 

Section 1: That Section 14.4 of 
the Albany City Code, 1958, is 
hereby amended to read as fol- 
lows:

Build A Compost Pile 


Any family can greatly reduce 
its weekly refuse volume and, at 
the same time, increase the 
healthy growth of plants, flow- 
ers, or vegetab!es in the garden, 
by developing a compost pile. 

In its popular and~ wWidely- 
quoted booklet “It Depends On 
You,” the American Association 
of Nurserymen points out a num- 
ber of the environmental advant- 
ages gained, when vegetable mat- 
ter refuse is recycled for use in 
this way. 

Starting and maintaining a 
compost pile is not at all com- 
plicated or difficult, nurserymen 
Say, particularly when an indi- 
vidual recognizes the great re- 
wards in store for the small 
‘amount of effort involved. They 
offer these simple tips on the 
preparation of a compost pile: 

The first step is to put togeth- 
er some sort of bottomless bin 
of boards or chickenwire, - in 
Which the material for the pile 
can be collected. The size of the 
bin will depend upon the size of 
your garden, and an average di- 
mension is about six feet by six 
feet. 

Any kind of vegetable refuse 
can go into the compost pile— 
grass clippings, fallen leaves, 
fruit and vegetable peels and 
scraps, tea leaves and coffee 
grounds, and even a_ small 
amount of well-soaked newspa- 
pers. Plant material which is 
diseased should, of course, not be 
used,

The layers of refuse should be 
6 to 8 inches thick. Each layer 
should be covered by one inch 
of good garden soil. There are 
also commercial activators on the 
market, containing bacteria to 
encourage the decomposition. It 
is also possible to use unpro- 
cessed animal or bird manure, 
sprinkled in a thickness of about 
ove inch on top of each layer of 
compacted compost material; if 
the garden soil is known to be 
acid, ground limestone should be 
sprinkled on each layer of ma- 
terial at about: the rate of 4 
ounces per square yard. 

Continue to’ add vegetable 
waste as it becomes available 
each day, adding the soil or ac- 
tivator when the 6 to 8 inch lev- 
els are attained, until the pile 
reaches the desired height you 
wish. Most gardeners prefer a 
height of 5 or 6 feet. At that 
point, add a 6 inch layer of soil 
on top. 

In a compost pile prepared in 
this manner, heat generated by 
the materials causes the break- 
down of proteins and carbohy- 
drates to result in the formation 
of a dark brown humus material. 
This process usually takes a min- 
imum of six months, and turning 
or mixing the material tends to 
speed up the action, 


The pile should be kept moist, 
and sprinkling is recommeded 
during dry spells. Some garden- 
ers also keep the top of the pile 
concave, to collect rainfall. When 
the compost is ready to use it 
will be perfectly sweetsmelling, 


and may be kept for 


Rather than adding to the com- 
munity’s burden of waste dis- 
posal, household refuse processed 
in a compost pile becomes a valu- 
able fertilizer and soil condition- 
er. It should be applied to the 
garden at the rate of at least a 
large pailful to the square yard 
each year. Mix the compost 
thoroughly with the topsoil, to a 
depth of 6 to 10 inches, or apply 
it as a mulch on the surface of
